Another big drop in the' 
bottomhole pressure in the 
famed East Texas oil field

monthly proration hearing 
today. 
V. E. Cottingham, chief engineer 


for the commission, said average 
bottom hole pressure In East Texas 
declined 12.89 pounds per square 
inch in the month ending Septem- 
ber 11. It was the third successive 
month he had reported a substan- 
tial decrease. 


Tho continuing decline has led 
some oil men to feel the commis- 
sion will attempt to cut tho area's 
production, which now is more 


V 
than 475,000 barrels dally. Others 
believe no curtailment will be at- 
tempted unless tho drop becomes 
greater. 


Under questioning by Rep. Clar- 
ence E. Farmer of Fort Worth, 
Cottingham testified tho pressure

SCHOOL OUTLOOK. 


The nation's schools nre 


open 
again. 
Millions of 


young people from the chil- 
dren in 
kindergartens to 


the students in colleges and 
universities are once more 
deep in the process of for- 
mal 
education. 
In 
this 


field, as in others, the evils 
of the 
depression period 


are 
lessening. Equipment, 


which was badly neglected, 
is now being renewed and 
replaced. 
Teaching 
staffs 


are again approaching nor- 
mal, with some pay cuts re- 
stored and the prospect of 
more regular pay days. Ac- 
cording to the U. S. Com- 
missioner of Education, few- 
er States are in need of fed- 
eral emergency aid. Sal- 
aries and expenditures are 
increasing. 
It is a cheerful picture, 


but there are some dark 
blots on its bright surface. 
There are still schools on a 
short-year basis for lack of 
funds to see them through 
a whole year. There are 
still schools lacking the av- 
erage facilities for thorough 
work. There are still great 
differences in the quality of 
education 
provided 
when 


one State has $122 to spend 
for a year's schooling per 
pupil and another has only 
$20 for the purpose. There 
are 
some 
school 
boards 


more interested in political 
spoils than education. 


There are also devoted 


and unselfish teachers and 
public-spirited 
administra- 


tive groups who are giving 
their best to the 
nation 


through the children and 
who are seeking earnestly 
for the right sort of educa- 
tion for all and the surest 
means of providing it.

in that. We can't see any 
decency, any honor, any 
common sense. Just horror 
and cruelty and deciviliza- 
tion. 


And this is what is sup- 


posed to be the most en- 
lightened time in the world's 
history. As Tennyson ob- 
served, "knowledge comes, 
but wisdom lingers." 


As you think it over, in 


the light of whatever his- 
tory you may know, the 
situation seems lo add up to 
something like this: 


That if the nations can't 


get together and act grown- 
up, using their intelligence 
instead of their emotions, 
their belter nature instead 
of their worst instincts, this 
present civilization will pro- 
bably destroy itself. 


It has happened at least 


three or four times in the 
world's history. And it's al- 
ways pretty tough for the 
blundering human race to 
get through the 
ensuing 


dark ages and start over 
again. 


The Japanese government

Missourian about 


Japanese responsibility for 
that shooting of the British 
ambassador. So far, Foreign 
Minister Hirota tells his Par- 
liament, "no tangible proof 
has been produced to show

was driving was attacked 
by a Japanese plane." 


No responsible statesman 


outside of Japan seems to 
doubt it. None of the news- 
papers in other countries, 
informed by thoir represent- 
atives at Shanghai, seem to 
doubt it. To British protests 
and worldwide condemna- 
tion, Hirota merely replies: 
"Prove that we 
did it!" 


This is not the way to con- 
vince mankind of the good 
faith of the Tokyo govern- 
ment.

ANTIETAM B A T T L E -

today the nation during the

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WILL 


BE MAIN SPEAKER AT 
NATION'S OBSERVANCE 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—W,— 
The nation celebrated today the 
150th anniversary ot the signing 
of the federal constitution amid 
controversy 
reminiscent ot that 
which raged around the historic 
document at its birth. 
President Roosevelt, whose pro- 
posal for 
reorganizing the 
su- 


premo court Indicated the present 
day constitutional dispute, will be 
the chief spokesman at tho na- 
tions' official celebration tonight. 
His bpeech, scheduled for 9:30 
p. m., Eastern Standard time, was 
awaited with widespread interest 
for a hint of his future course on 
judiciary changes. 
Observance of the event was 
begun lust night by Senator Bo- 
rah (R-'idaho), who told a Mason- 
ic audience: 
"Constitutional government Is the

stitution, without the 
surrender 


of a single one of the civil and 
religious liberties it was intended 
to safeguard. 


Things Should Be Done. 
"And I am determined that un- 


der the constitution those things 
ulmll be done." 


Only in that way, he said, can 


America "dissipate the illusion that 
the necessary price of efficiency 
IB dictatorship." 
He added: 
"That is why I have been say- 


ing for months that there Is a 
crUis in American affairs which 
demands action now—a crisis par- 
ticularly 
dangerous 
because its 
external and internal 
difficulties 


re-enforce each other." 


Not once did the president men- 


tion his proposal for "rejuvena- 
tion"- of the judiciary except in 
tho past tense. He left the infer- 
ence that however he obtained his 
objectives "under the constitution" 
he would be satisfied. 


But the chief executive, in plain 
words, served notice that if the 
objectives wero blocked he was 
ready to fight. 


He characterized 
the constitu- 
tion as a "layman's document, not 
a lawyer's contract" In tho draft- 
Ing- .of which the framers "used 
aroad and general language ca- 
pable of meeting evolution and 
change." 


No Justification for Dolav- 
"'You will find no justification," 
he said, "in any of 
the 
lan- 


guage of the constitution for de- 
lay in tho reforms which the mass 


of the American people now de- 
mand. 


"Yet nearly every attempt to 
meet those demands for social and 
economic 
betterment 
has been 


jeopardized or actually forbidden 
by those who have sought to read 
Into 
the 
constitution language 


which the framers refused to write 
into the constitution." 


Chiding lawyers for 
disagree- 
ments over the meaning of the 
constitution, 
and 
the 
supreme 


court for divided opinions, the 
President said the "odd man" on 
the court had often decided vital is- 
sues. 


Tn conclusion, Mr. Roosevelt ask- 


ed those who have faith in the 
constitution's 
capacity 
to 
"work 


out the problems of democracy" 
to "justify that faith by making 
it work now rather thah 20 long 
years from now." 


He urged them to give fealty to 


"the constitution itself and not to 
its mlslnterpreters." 


No Mention of Klu Klux 
The president made no mention 


of tho current controversy over al- 
leged Ku Klux Klan membership 
by his only nominee to the su- 
preme court, 
Associate Justice 
Black. 


Meanwhile, some Washington ob- 
servers hold the view that the,, 
unsettled 
controversy 
over 
the 
Black case mado It unlikely that 
President Roosevelt would call a 
special session of congress in the 
fall. 
There still was no hint from 


the White House, however, of tho 
president's plans In this direction. 


Some informed persons suggest- 
ed tho presidents' journey to the 
coast might show whether there 
was much sentiment for a special 
session to enact a crop control 
program. 


The president will leave tonight 
for Hyde Park, N. Y., and will 
start his western trip from there 
next Wednesday. 
Marvin H. Mc- 
Intyre, ono of his secretaries, said 
no set speeches have been arrang-i 


ed, but there probably will be 
"ceremonies" at some stops. 


Odd Man- Mentioned, 
The president listed several gov- 


ernmental 
proposals In the last 


century which had been called un- 
constitutional, but later found con. 
stltutional, winding up with 
the 


minimum wage laws.

20 years," the President 
said, "the odd man on the su-

"A few months ago, after my 
message to the congress on the

As one cost, the president list- "J 
ed the civil war.

"We will no longer be permit- 


ted to sacrifice each generation 
in turn while the law catches up 
with life," he said.
